Two rescues over weekend 


Two separate rescues, one m Monrovia Can¬ 
yon Park and one in the Chantry Flat area, were 
executed over the weekend by the Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team. 

The first, on Saturday at 7:38 p.m., the team 
was paged to Trask Boy Scout Camp in Mon¬ 
rovia Canyon Park where an ll-year-old San Ma- 
rino'boy, Charles Russell, had slipped down a 15- 
ft. embankment. It was during a weekend campout 
of about 100 Scouts. 

When Charles went down, he caught a tree 
branch which broke off, and he has a possible 
break in the left wrist, according to Ron Howko, 
representing the team. He was carried by ambulance 
to Methodist Hospital in Arcadia. 

At 8:20 p.m. that same evening, the page went 
off again from Chantry Flat Ranger Station con¬ 
cerning three young adults in their 20s who were 
stranded above Upper Winter Creek Trail. 


A four-man crew was dispatched at 8:45 p.m. 
and they found themselves fending off heavy brush 
and waterfalls to get to the victims. By 9 p.m. the 
search party splintered off into two groups, going 
two opposite directions in order to find the victims 
quicker. By the time two of the rescuers joined the 
victim hikers, another three-man crew joined the 
group on Santa Anita Ridge, overlooking Sierra 
Madre. 

By 2:30 a.m., all groups met and decided that 
since it was so late and dark, all would remain 
on the ridge overnight. All eight people huddled on 
the ridge, waiting for daylight so they could see the 
path out or get helicopter support, Howko reported. 

The sheriff’s helicopter left Long Beach at 7:30 
a.m. to pick them up, and two-by-two they were 
winched up to the helicopter. By 8:30 a.m., 
Sunday, all were rescued, finishing a 14-hour rescue 
mission day.

Halloween 

Each year we run an editorial such 
as this. It serves as an annual reminder 
of some of the dangers of Halloween. 

For children, Halloween is a night 
of fun and adventure but for parents 
it can be a time of dread. 

To keep this traditionally fun-filled 
night from becoming tragic, the Greater 
Los Angeles Chapter National Safety 
Council offers these tips on how to take 
the hazard out of Halloween: 

— Children’s costumes should be large 
enough so that warm clothing can be 
worn underneath, yet short enough so 
that they won’t cause tripping. Shoes that 
make walking difficult should be avoid¬ 
ed. 

— To enhance visibility, children should 
wear costumes that are light in color 
and are covered with reflective tape. 
Their trick-or-treat bags should also be 
covered with reflective tape. 

— In the event that they get lost, 
younger children should have their 
name, address and phone number at¬ 
tached to one of the sleeves under their 
costume. 

— Since masks can block children’s 
view of traffic, it is better to 
have them disguise their faces with 
non-toxic make-up. If they do wear 
masks, instruct them to remove them 
before they cross the street. 

— Teach children the rules of pedes¬ 
trian safety — to walk on sidewalks and 
not in the streets, and to stop at the curb 
or corner and look left, right and then 
left again before crossing the street. 

— Caution children not to eat any treat 
before it can be brought home to you 
for inspection. To curb their appetites, 
give them a snack before they start out. 
When they return, sort through their 
treats and throw away anything that 
looks questionable. 

— Make sure your children travel in fa¬ 
miliar neighborhoods and that they fol¬ 
low a designated travel route with a 
definite return time. Give them coins to 
call home if any problems arise. 

— Have your children travel in a group 
and, if possible, with a parent or older 
brother or sister. And, if possible, keep 
them from trick-or-treating after dark.

To the people 
of Sierra Madre... 

An expression of gra¬ 
titude to all those who 
have purchased my book, 
“A Sentimental 
Journey.” 1 feel also that 
a word of explanation is 
in order, because the 
stories deal with a time 
that now seems remote. 

It is about a little 
village called Keiths- 
burg, founded as wood¬ 
ing station for the steam¬ 
boats in 1837. The town 
grew, flourished and 
reached the apogee of 
its glory at the turn 
of the century. 

I was fortunate to be 
born there at that time, 
and to live a Tom 
Sawyer life on the banks 
of the great Mississippi 
for my first 17 years. 

‘ I was on the beautiful 
excursion boats, visited 
the glamorous show- 


boats and rode on the 
little steam trains that 
threaded the country¬ 
side and gave a feeling 
fo continuity to the 
villages along the 
tracks. Because the little 
towns were enclaves all 
their own there was a 
feeling of closeness that 
has somehow largely 
disappeared from the 
American scene. The 
school teacher, the coun¬ 
try doctor and the mer¬ 
chants of Main Street 
made the times and place 
unique in American his¬ 
tory. 

1 visited my home¬ 
town in 1%2, and at 
once walked over to 
where the railroad depot 
had once been. But the 
depot had burned many 
years before, and now 
dead weeds were bet¬ 
ween the paving bricks 
of the platform that 


had seen so much 
history. 1 was not pre¬ 
pared for the utter deso¬ 
lation, and the numbing 
cold, the vagrant snow¬ 
flakes added to the sad¬ 
ness. And then I remem¬ 
bered ... our pet dog, 
killed by the train he 
loved to visit, had 
been sleeping beside the 
now - vanished tracks 
for over 50 years. 

When 1 returned home 
to Sierra Madre I wrote 
the first of the stories. 
"I’ll Meet You at the 
Depot.” 

I wish to emphasize 
that all proceeds from 
the sale of the book go 
to an organization called 
Yellowbanks Heritage 
Association, a group 
dedicated, non-salaried 
volunteers who are trying 
to bring back at least an 
echo of a long-gone 
yesterday. They 


have founded an extra¬ 
ordinary library, an 
equally outstanding mu¬ 
seum. They are pro¬ 
moting tourism and 
getting historic structures 
listed on state and na¬ 
tional registers. They 
have done much, 
all without pay other 
than their own satis¬ 
faction in doing some¬ 
thing they believe in. 

When the white man 
arrived in 1832, they 
learned the Indians call 
the area "yellowbanks” 
because the Illinois 
shore of the Mississippi 
was a series of 
sandhills and beaches. 
Across the river, a 
half mile of water, is 
Blackhawk Island, 
named after an Indian 
chief who was defeated 
by troops led by Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln.

A note came across the 4th grade teacher’s 
desk and I, in the place of the teacher, inter¬ 
cepted the note.

The note was written on costly maroon- 
colored stationery and 1 was very impressed 
both with the paper and with the thought 
that this 10-year-old was "very upset” about a 
lost book. 

“Ah,” 1 thought to myself, "a family 
that knows the value of things.” 

1 loaned the boy a new English book and 
assured him that when his regular teacher re¬ 
turned, she would arrange to have him pur¬ 
chase it. 

The incident caused me to remember ano¬ 
ther classroom scene, many years ago. .\ fifth 
grade. I was the classroom teachers’ aide to 
Mrs. J, a teacher extraordinaire. ,A beautiful 
woman with 20 years experience in the field 
of education. Morning after morning 1 worked 
with the children in reading vocabulary, while 
she sat at her desk planning or record keeping 
or she would move about the room and its bul¬ 
letin boards, a combination museum curator 
and fashion model. 




No teacher has ever impressed me like 
Mrs. J by her calm competence and stunning 
self-respect. And then one usual afternoon she 
impressed me for a totally different reason. 

She was teaching a math lesson in her 
usual matter-of-fact way when suddenly a 
wrathful anger seized her and it seemed the room 
exploded. Billy had been careless in his hand¬ 
ling of the textbook, and with a reputation as 
the “class clown” had gotten carried away in 
turning the page. It ripped. The sound loudly 
filled the room. Then, even more loudly, 
Mrs. J’s rage filled it. 

One could only guess that in her system of 
values this was the unpardonable sin. She told 
him in no uncertain terms, in fury, that he 
would pay for that book, and he had better 
never do such a thing again. Billy, who 
loved to be the center of attention, seemed 
to shrink. This was one center stage he gladly 
would have exited. 

1 have thought long and hard about how 
to teach children the love and respect for 
books, to communicate that they are treasures 
of great value, and often 1 have watched their 
pages get torn by these same young children. 
Then, 1 remember Billy and wonder whether 
or not something in his child’s soul might have 
been torn by Mrs. J’s disciplinary measure. 1 
worry. 1 want to be careful how 1 teach this 
love, care and feeding of books, to be clear 
on whom and what 1 am serving as I do.

Notice, I said 
calculated, not foolish, l or some, the answer 
will be to get together with a couple of neigh¬ 
bors or businesses that crrmplcment each other, 
create a co-op arrangement that spreads the 
risk and increases the probability of success. 
For many, substantial pre-event planning will 
be required to take advantage of tralfic generat¬ 
ing promotional events. Regular involvement 

on the Main Street t'hambcr Promotional 
Council is one sure way for everyone to bene¬ 
fit.

Charles Corp who is a director for the district, 
gave the council three possible solutions to Sierra 
Madre’s water problems. A story, written by vol¬ 
unteer Jan Maddox in last week’s News, explained 
that Sierra Madre council has already agreed to 
the purchase of 500 acre feet from the four- 
city water district. She presents the possible prob¬ 
lems that were echoed by Johnson Tuesday evening. 

Johnson said that Metropolitan Water District 
could remove water from Devil Canyon (in a paper 
transfer) and deliver it through its system to Arcadia 
which, in turn, would get it to Sierra Madre. 

Another method would be underground storage 
in the Raymond Basin, with water being taken 
from MWD. That, he said, would be the least 
cost effective, “but would be most efficient.” 

He announced that MWD has agreed “to pre¬ 
pare a draft agreement.” Sierra Madre City Admin¬ 
istrator Jim McRea has been working with the 
city of Arcadia to resolve the physical constraints 
of moving the water to Sierra Madre. Although 
there is a well in Arcadia, the city says it 
needs that well since system demands have in¬ 
creased. 

Johnson said, “The physical constraints (of 
moving the water) may be the deciding factor.” 


As announced in last week’s article in The 
News, the cost would be approximately $150 
an acre foot for 500 acre feet of water; however, 
the cost could run as high as $300 an acre foot 
to replace water the Raymond Basin Management 
Board has ruled that the city has overpumped 
as of June 30, 1990. 

McRea said the information gathered would be 
brought back to the council for a decision in 
early December. He added, “The peak demand 
load begins in diminish in mid-November.” He also 
added that the actual number of acre feet to 
replace is 532. 

A model of part of the structure planned for 
the “burned out area,” the area that was destroyed 
in the Dec. 6, 1989 fire, was viewed and in con¬ 
cept has been accepted by the Main Street Design 
Review committee, according to Patricia Hofer, 
co-chair with Don Murphy. 

The attractive two-story building will feature a 
walkway and open patio in back, equal 7492 
square feet as compared to the 43(X) square feet of 
the buildings burned. 

Owners of these buildings, Fred Crockett and 
Helen Elliott, were on hand to explain the building 
areas. Berge Yeghiaian, owner of the third structure 


destroyed in the fire, did not have a model avail¬ 
able for the council to see. 

McRea pointed out that the area as designed 
would require 25 spaces; therefore, 11 spaces would 
need parking credits. “In reality, in order for the 
project to get going, we would have to recognize 
credit for 11 spaces. There is a current assumption 
that the Mariposa parking lot would provide some 
of these.” 

Access would be provided to the lot through the 
back. 

Councilman Gary Adams made the motion to 
receive and file and made the request that staff 
recommendations would accompany all such presen¬ 
tations so the council would be aware of what 
they were to decide before they came to meetings. 

The Community Development Block Grant 
Handyman Program will continue in its 16th year 
with funding level at $66,%8 which should assist 
in partial rehabilitation of nine or 10 homes in 
Sierra Madre, homes of people who have low in¬ 
comes. 

Danny Osti’s low bid of $5040 for trimming 
24 sycamores and 36 ficus trees for South Baldwin 
was accepted. This bid is in keeping with the 1990- 
91 budget for tree trimming of $6000. 


Kris Komer, executive director of PCT, and 
Bob Matheson, president of Telarts in Sierra Madre, 
made presentations concerning public access and 
government channels as they hope will appear on 
Sierra Madre/Arcadia Community Television Chan¬ 
nel 56 and Sierra Madre Government Channel 36. 

Komer introduced Sierra Madreans who have 
taken instructions and hope to present programs 
and they include Peter Worth, Mary Yeager, Mary 
Martin, Joylouise Smith and Charlotte Blackmon 
the last who was not present. ’ 

Tom Prevette, manager of Cablevision and also 
a member of Telarts, the nonprofit foundation 
established and founded by the cable franchise, 
explained that “as operator and franchisee we are 
obligated to provide public access” and continued 
that he was happy to present Kristine Komar 
“and her group.” 

Matheson noted, “What we have started is the 
status of the pipeline of public access. It needs to 
be fed constantly.” 

Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan con¬ 
gratulated the group and Counciln\an Bartolai said, 
“I hope there will be substantial justification to 
continue it (public access).”

The case of Arcadia 
Redevelopment Agency 
vs. Peter Kiewit Sons 
Inc., which was sched¬ 
uled for trial on Oct. 9 
in Los Angeles Federal 
District Court, has 
been resolved through a 
settlement agreement 
completed a few days 
before the trial was to 
commence. 

The case arises out 
of Kiewit’s sale of pro¬ 
perty to the Arcadia 
Redevelopment Agency 
in 1985. The property, 
which is located at 301 
E. Santa Clara, was 
used by Kiewit for over 
40 years for heavy con¬ 
struction business. 

Subsequent to the 
agency’s possession of 
the property, while pre¬ 
paring the site for trans¬ 
fer pursuant to the agen¬ 
cy’s sale of the proper¬ 
ty for development, var¬ 
ious amounts of debris 
and hazardous sub¬ 
stances were discovered 
on the property. This 
required substantial 
cleanup efforts and de¬ 


layed the agency’s com¬ 
pletion of the sale of the 
property to Chandler 
Investment Group of 
Burbank. 

In order to recoup 
its losses the agency 
filed suit in Federal 
Court. In a pre-trial rul¬ 
ing the court had already 
ruled that pursuant to 
the Comprehensive 
Environmental Res¬ 
ponse Compensation and 
Liability Act, Kiewit was 
liable for the “hazard¬ 
ous soil’’ found on 
the propertv. 

The terms of the settle¬ 
ment basically make 
the agency whole with 
regard to agency costs 
and losses. Kiewit will 
pay for lost tax incre¬ 
ment and interest, clean¬ 
up costs, and for most of 
the agency’s attorney 
fees. The agency has 
already received $850,000 
and will receive addi¬ 
tional reimbursement for 
cleanup costs. The total 
value of the settle¬ 
ment is approximately 
$1.3 million.

Student concern leads 
to Styrofoam removal 
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In response to student 
concern that Syrofoam 
cups are hazardous to 
the environment, Arca¬ 
dia High School has 
stopped using cups and 
bowls made of plastic 
foam as of yesterday, 
Wednesday, Oct. 24, 
according to Tom Payne 
assistant principal. 

Last week, members 
of the Green People Club 
and the Campus Beauti¬ 
fication Club collected 
some 300 signatures and 
organized a boycott of 
all food products on 
campus in an effort to 
get the school to stop 
using Styrofoam, 
according to Todd 
Snyder, president 
of Campus Beautifica¬ 
tion. 

Debra Amos, director 
of food services for the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District, met with stu¬ 
dents and it was agreed 
that the boycott would 


be halted and that the 
plastic foam cups 
and bowls would be 
removed from the 
AHS cafeteria in¬ 
definitely. 

Both the school dis¬ 
trict and the student 
clubs are seeking 
evidence regarding 
the harmful effects of 
Styrofoam, and, if 
indeed, the product is 
harmful to the environ¬ 
ment. 

Mike Williams, presi¬ 
dent of the Green People 
Club, feels that Styro¬ 
foam is “not friendly 
to the environment’’ 
because of components 
used in its manufacture, 
because it is not bio¬ 
degradable and 
contributes to the filling 
up of landfills. 

While industry reports 
that chlorofluorocarbons 
are not harmful, “we 
really want to work 
with you guys (student 


representatives),’’ ac¬ 
cording to Payne. 

At the peak of the 
boycott, senior 
Don Sweeney, who 
was attending Arcadia 
High on a permit from 
Ontario, took it upon 
himself to sit down in the 
doorway leading into the 
food line to stop stu¬ 
dents from purchasing 
cafeteria food, explains 
Payne. 

He was told by both 
students and school 
administrators that this 
could affect his permit 
status. Sweeney indicated 
that what he was doing 
was for a “worthy 
cause,” and refused to 
leave. 

He was suspended 
pending a discussion with 
his parents, explains 
Payne, and now 
his permit has been 
revoked for refusing 
to obey school employ¬ 
ees. 


Commission approves Revised 
General Plan with revisions 


Concerns of population 
growth, cul-de-sacs, 
preservation of trees 
and housing density 
were expressed by 
five residents who 
spoke to the Planning 
Commission on Tuesday 
evening. 

Following the public 
hearing on the Revised 
General Plan for 
the city of Arcadia, 
the commission voted 
4-0, with Commissioner 
Tom Clark absent, to 
approve the proposed 
plan with several addi¬ 
tions, including goals 
to preserve mature 
trees and single-family, 
large-lot neighborhoods, 
the latter coming from 
discussion at a joint 
meeting of the Planning 
Commission and the City 
Council last week. 

Other additions include 
the review of high-rise 
density and a review of 
the General Plan on a 
yearly basis. 

During the public hear¬ 
ing Cathy Tyson said 
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that cul-de-sacs and 
lot splits create more 
people and more traffic. 
She challenged the com¬ 
mission to control build¬ 
ing in the city. 

William Woolard, 
planning director, later 
explained that certain 
requirements of the 
Southern California 
Association of Govern¬ 
ment require cities to 
share the burden of ac¬ 
commodating growth. 

Alvin Albe felt 
that there should be a 
city policy to protect ma-" 
ture trees. Tyson sug¬ 
gested a fee or fine for 
tree destruction. 

Harold Ellis said that 
the plan was too general 
and vague, making it 
hard to determine if 
something conforms and 
that it is not specific 
enough to give direction. 

However, Donna But¬ 
ler, assistant planning 


director, pointed out at 
the beginning of the 
hearing that the plan is 
designed to be general in 
nature, giving basis for 
rational decision making 
while leaving specifics to 
zoning ordinances. 

Regarding cul-de-sacs, 
which several of the 
speakers felt were real 
contributors to con¬ 
gestion, Commissioner 
Dave Szany said, “I 
don’t think we can say 
no more cul-de-sacs, 
period.” However, he 
added that the com¬ 
mission could be more 
aware, more care¬ 
ful when plans are 
proposed in the future. 

Following final ap¬ 
proval of the General 
Plan by the Planning 
Commission, it will be 
brought before the City 
Council for further com¬ 
ment.

Police bill for DUI-related 
expenses in new policy 


Authorized by Cali¬ 
fornia Government Code 
Section 53150 which 
gives public agencies the 
right to recover ex¬ 
penses to any incident 
involving driving under 
the influence, the Arca¬ 
dia Police Department 
has initiated a new 
policy relating to DUI 
incidents. 

Though legislation be¬ 
came effective in 1986, 
the local police depart¬ 
ment waited for the law 
to be tested in court be¬ 
fore implementing its 
own policy, explains 
Capt. David Hinig. 

The police depart¬ 
ment will bill the DUI 
driver for actual costs, 
up to $1(XX) per incident, 
for all emergency per¬ 
sonnel required for 
response, including 
police, fire, medical and 
public works. 

Since implementing 
the policy, some 11 DUI 
drivers have been billed, 
with charges ranging 
from $134 to $495.71. 
“It places the burden 
on the people respon¬ 
sible,” explains Hinig, 
who adds that “it is the 
only way to realistically 
pay for negligent con¬ 
duct.” 

Hinig reports that 
there is an average of 
45-55 DUI-related acci¬ 
dents each year in Arca¬ 
dia. If an individual is 


reluctant to pay, accord¬ 
ing to the police captain, 
court action against the 
offender will be taken. 

Specifically, the state 
code states that “any 
person who is under the 
influence of an alco¬ 
holic beverage or any 
drug, or the combined 
influence of an alcoholic 
beverage and any drug, 
whose negligent opera¬ 
tion of a motor vehicle 
caused by that influence 
proximately causes any 
incident resulting in an 
appropriate emergency 
response, and any per¬ 
son whose intentionally 
wrongful conduct proxi¬ 


mately causes any inci¬ 
dent resulting in an 
appropriate emergency 
response, is liable for 
the expense of an emer¬ 
gency response by a pub¬ 
lic agency to the incident.” 

This program is simi¬ 
lar to the Second Res¬ 
ponse Party billing in 
that those responsible 
for lo” ' 'inruly parties 
can be L' -.A warning 
given when the police 
make the initial res¬ 
ponse is given, but if 
called to the scene a 
second time, a municipal 
ordinance gives police 
the authority to bill for 
the response.

Loraine Uranga, an 
English teacher, pointed 
out that computers are 
networked so as to allow 
the teacher to monitor 
each student’s progress 
in the writing lab. A large 
screen and projection 
device allows instruc¬ 
tion to focus on the 
effects of changing a 


word, moving a sentence 
or reordering para¬ 
graphs. 

One of the obstacles 
to improving student 
writing has been getting 
students to rewrite their 
material, and word 
processing technology 
makes rewriting fast and 
easy, explained the 
teacher. Twenty- 
one different languages 
are represented by stu¬ 
dents in the ESL pro¬ 
gram at the high school,

Red Cross announces new 
Holocaust tracing service 


The Arcadia Chapter 
of the American Red 
Cross announces the 
opening of the American 
Red Cross Holocaust 
and War Victims Center. 
Following the receipt by 
the International 
Committee of the Red 
Cross of newly re¬ 
leased documentation of 
400,000 names of per¬ 
sons who died or were 
interned in con¬ 
centration and forced 
labor camps under the 
Third Reich, the center 
may be accessed in .Arca¬ 
dia by the Arcadia Chap¬ 
ter and by Red Cross 
Chapters nationwide. 

This expansion of Red 
Cross services will pro¬ 
vide tracing for per¬ 
sons who wish to know 
the fate of relatives, or 
who need certification of 
incarceration, forced 
labor, or death of family 
members. It is a colla¬ 
borative effort between 
the Central Maryland 
Chapter and the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross Interna¬ 


tional Services, working 
in conjunction with the 
ICRC, other national 
Red Cross and Red 
Crescent Socieities, and 
with Magen David Adorn. 

“We hope that the ex¬ 
pansion of our tracing 
capabilities for victims 
of the Holocaust will 
bring closure to the pain 
felt by so many people 
who don’t know what 
happened to mem¬ 
bers of the family,” 
said Richie Mauch, 
chairman of the Arcadia 
Red Cross Chapter. 

In a gesture of co¬ 
operation unprecedented 
in the 45 years since 
World War II, the So¬ 
viet Union opened its 
archives and shared 
with the Red Cross 
material recovered by the 
Soviet Army during the 
liberation of the 
camps at the close of 
World Warn. 

Included in the 
transfer are 46 Sterbe- 
bucher (Death Books), 
containing nearly 70,(XX) 


death certificats from 
the Auschwitz con¬ 
centration camp. In 
addition, the Soviets 
have provided access 
to the names of 130,{XX) 
prisoners used for forced 
labor in various German 
firms and 200,000 
names of victims in 
other camps, including 
Sachsenhausen, Gross 
Rosen and Buchen- 
wald. 

Persons wishing to 
learn the fate of family 
members should con¬ 
tact Stephen Sanderson, 
assistant executive 
director of the Arcadia 
Chapter where the ap¬ 
propriate inquiry forms 
may be completed. The 
request will then be 
sent to the American 
Red Cross Holocaust 
and War Victims Tracing 
and Information Center 
located in Baltimore, 
Maryland, where the 
tracing form will be 
translated into German 
and forwarded to the 
ITS in West Germany. 


Arcadia students show 
slight gains in CAP scores 


Wade Askew, assistant 
superintendent for edu¬ 
cational planning and 
assessment in the Arca¬ 
dia Unified School 
District, shared the 
1989-1990 preliminary 
report of the California 
Assessment Program for 
grades 3, 6, and 8 at the 
Arcadia Board of Edu¬ 
cation meeting last week. 

Arcadia students show 
slight gains at grades 
three and eight and slight 


decreases at grade 
six, according to the 
report. Overall, there 
were seven increases and 
three decreases com¬ 
pared with 1988-89 re¬ 
sults. 

For the third con¬ 
secutive year, the re¬ 
sults of the eighth 
grade level were the 
highest yet attained 
in the four subject areas 
reported: reading, mathe¬ 
matics, history and sci¬ 
ence. 


Two of the decreases 
were in reading and writ¬ 
ten expression at the sixth 
grade level; however, Ar¬ 
cadia students still tested 
at or above the 95th 
percentile in those 
areas. In no area did 
they fall below the 
91st percentile rank. 

A detailed analysis of 
the testing results will be 
available from the 
State Department of Ed¬ 
ucation later this month.
